ployed by the board to investigatoj 
the feasibility of a central board of. 
education. 


The Sehatz report which has bcen.1 
ready for the printers 
for several' 
months at least is emphatically in. 
favor of such an educational system- 


Report Never Submitted. 
It has been brought to light now,. 
not through the agency of employes 
of the board of public affairs, but from 
a stray bit of information which came- 
from a capitol employe who knew of 
its existence. The report, with others, 
should have been made to the legis- 
lature in printed form before this if 
the orders of the 1913 legislature had 
been carried out. Just why the" re- 
port was not prepared for the 1915 
legislature has not been explained ex- 
cept the statement that members of 
the board of public affairs did not en- 
tirely agree with 
the 
investigator. 
The statute which provided for the 
report is found in chapter 728 of the 
session laws of 1913, as follows: 
Section 990-56. 
1. 
In the fiscal 
periods ending July 1, 1914, and July 
1, 1915, it shall also investigate dupli- 
cation of work of public bodies, the 
efficiency of the organization and ad- 
ministration of such public bodies and 
shall formulate plans for the greater 
co-ordination of such public 
bodies 
and the improvement of state admin- 
istration in general. 


2. It shall investigate the feasibil- 
ity of a central board of control for 
all public educational institutions. 
3. 
The efficiency of the teaching 
and educational methods used in the 
high schools; the normal schools, the 
training school's for teachers^ and the' 
university. 


4. The efficiency and cost of state 
printing. 


6. 
It may complete investigations 
not yet completed or in the judgment 
of the! board investigate other mat- 
ters for the purpose of bringing about 
greater .efficiency and 
economy in 
every public body, advancing the aco- 
nomic betterment of the state, and of 
promoting public welfare. 


6. Out of the moneys appropriated 
by section 172-31 there shall not be 
expended for the purpose of this sec- 
tion a greater sum than twenty thou- 
sand dollars annually. 


7. 
The investigations of the mat- 
iters here specifically mentioned shall 
be completed by September 1, 1914, 
and the board shall report in the form 
of a printed bill or bills to the elected 
members of the legislature not later 
than December 1, 1914, with specific 
printed recommendations 
giving in 
detail the reasons therefor. 


Claim to Be Impartial. 
In a 
typewritten introduction to 
the report to the legislature the state - 
board of public affairs says: 
"This report is intended to be en- 
tirely 
impartial. 
Much 
additional 


material pertinent to this subject will- 
be found in the reports of the surveys 
of the university 
and 
the normal 
schools and ia the report on high 
schools. 
This report, augmented by 
the other reports enumerated, pre- 
sent, it is felt, all 
pertinent 
facts 
which may be of assistance to Uie leg- 
islature. 
This board realizes 
that 
wise action must be based on facts 
and facts alone." 


The Sehatz report covers seventy- 
five typewritten pages and gives the 
result of an investigation in several 
states where central 
boards 
have 
been established, 
including 
Idaho, 
Iowa and Kansas. It is interesting to 
note that tl;e investigator found the 
same p:-ol>H>rnF in other states that 
are known in Wisconsin. 


The report shows in the beginning 
that Wisconsin already has a nucleus 
for a. central board of education ia 
the control of the common schools 
and some other educational institu- 
tions. 


After 'an 
exhausted study of the 
situation in Idaho the report gays: 


"The 
board co-operates with other 
state departments to enforce health 
laws, compulsory education, child la- 
bor and

The 
most prominent result, judging from 
reports, is the fact that education in 
Idaho is being studied and admi.ols- 
i tercd 33 a unit in the interests of all 
the necessary kinds of education and 
in the interests • of all communities 
and peoples alike, and the large prob- 
lems of education are given 
funda- 
mental consideration.- 
Artificial dis- 
tinctions and local false 
pride and 
prejudices and selfish business inter- 
ests are being discouraged. 
"There has been a very decided 
and definite increase in economy and 
.efficiency in a number of lines, and 
the administration of all the institu- 
tions has progressed without a single 
serious break. 
"The Idaho plan, it is said, is de- 
signed to permit the state to handle 
its educational problems in terms of 
the whole state always and every- 
where. The people of Idaho a-re now 
•wideawake and thinking about their 
schools. Teachers and school admin- 
istrators, as well as the general pub- 
lic, all over the state are giving the 
board generous support" 
In beginning the report on the Iowa 
situation the investigator says:

14.—On Monday 
evening the Commercial clu-b rooms 
were open to the public so that all 
persons interested in the 
proposed 
lake restoration might

B. B. Parsons. Several hundred local 
residents availed themselves of the 
hospitality of the club and though no 
special addresses on the matter -were 
given, a general discussion or the 
plans enabled all present to gaia a 
more comprehensive and intelligent 
idea of the plans. 


Mr. Parsons estimated th« cost of 
restoring the dam at about $2,400, his 
plan being to reinforce the old dam 
by digging a trench the entire length 
of same, -and filling it 
with eight 
inches of concrete, thug making the 
work'much cheaper than if an entire 
new concrete dam were built just in- 
side of the old one. 
: , 
., 
Mr. Parsons estimated the cost of 
excavating at about $300, and tfc 
inforced concrete at about f 2,100. 
estimate also included two 


their executive officers came before 
the legislature asking for large appro- 
priations. 
Not infrequently their fi- 
nancial requests 
were in excess of 
the money available and the legisla- 
ture found it exceedingly difficult to 
satisfy itself through its committee 
that it was acting justly in the mat- 
ter of the adjudication of these rival 
planes."

This 
support has been made permanent 
The budget submitted to the legisla- 
ture by the board in 1911 was passed 
in one hour without modification and 
without the lobbying and log rolling 
engaged in in the previous legisla- 
tures. 
The financial policy of the 
board seems to have met with general 
approval." 


Situation In Kansas. 
In his report upon the situation in 
Kansas the investigator says: 
"The reasons for establishing the 
board are reported as follows: Higher 
education 
in 
Kansas, like in most 
states, was characterized by wasteful 
competition 
and 
harmful 
rivalry 
Frequent 
special 
investigations of 
the institutions were being conducted 
and as a result education was in a 
very 
unsettled and unsatisfactory 
state. The faculties of the institu- 
tions were elected annually because 
the idea was prominent that uncer- 
tainty of re-election 
increased effi- 
ciency 
One investigating committee 
appointed by Governor Smbbs had for 
its purpose "to investigate and deter- 
mine the efficiency o£ every 
person 
from president to janitor of each in- 
stitution." 


Reasons for establishing the board 
are given by ex-Governor Hoch as 
follows: 


"Because of a demand for closer 
co-ordination of schools; to prevent 
useless duplication; to unite them in 
one great 
educational 
family; 
to 
check growing antagonism and for 
more economic management." 


Hon. 
Scott Hopkins, University of 
Kansas, is quoted as follows: 
-'To reduce expenses and to co-or- 
dinate the work in our three separate 
.state institutions." 


As for results in Kansas the inves- 
tigator says: 


"The board 
has 
favored perma- 
.nency m position and therefore the 
members of the old faculties, as far 
as they were recommended bv the 
presidents', were re-elected. Sa'laries 
were advanced according to the merit 
system rather than the old horizontal 
scale. This has meant a great saving 
to the state money and in the ser- 
vices of capable and worthy men No 
exceptional man has been "lost from 
the. faculty whose retention was re- 
commneded by the 
said institution 
except where the person accepted a 
position which offered a higher sal- 
ary. 
Investigation is being'made of 
the economic needs 
of the people 
with a view to adjusting, the schools 
to meet_ those needs. The extension 
work or the various institutions has 
been reorganized and co-ordinated. A 
central 
purchasing department has 
been established which will mean a 
great financial saving. A study of the 
Dumber and size of the classes showed 
rivalry 
between 
departments 
and 
classes, 
This has led to the reoV 
ganization of the classes and the fix- 
ing of a minimum number for classes 
organization with the result of greater 
efficiency, less expense, a better apir-
